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The world is filled with ine- 
qualities. But everyone gets th 
same share when it comes to time, 
The only difference is what they 
do with it. 

“Time is the great equalizer, 
says Jeanne M. Hogarth, con 
sumer economist with Cornel 
Cooperative Extension. “You get 
straight 24 hours each day, no 
matter how rich or poor you are.” — 

“Most of the other resources k 
our lives are somehow expan 
dable. If we need more money, wê 
can work harder or find a new job, 
If we want more knowledge, wē 
can undertake a course of study, 
But time is finite. Our only hope 
is to better manage the iiras 
we have.” 


She recently teamed up with 
Christiann Dean, specialist in 
human development and famil 
studies for Cornell Cooperative 
Extension, to write a fact sheet 
entitled, “Time: A Precious Com- 
modity.” It is part of the Balanc 
ing Work and Family Life fact 
sheet series, available 
Cooperative Extension. 

“One of our goals in writing this 
was to help people, in this age of 
two-earner families, understand 
that they are not alone in their 
struggle against limited time,” 
explains Hogarth. “Many others 
are facing the same dilemmas, ex- 
periencing the same frustrations, 
and feeling the same pressures of

time.” 

The authors recommend setting 
up a budget for time in much the 
same way that commonly is done 
for money. Set and write down 
goals, both personal and family 
goals. Keep a diary for a while to 
better understand where time has 
been going. Consider different op- 
tions for allocating time and divid- 
ing up work. Periodically review 
your accomplishments and adjust 
your plans. 

Besides outlining the basics of 
time management, the leaflet ex- 
plores pros and cons of various 
approaches towards work division 
within a family. It also offers a 
number of practical tips, including 
the exhortation to “practice effec- 
tive waste-basketry—don’t open 
junk mail.” It ends with a list of 
suggested resources for further 
reading. 

For those who might worry that 
an emphasis on time management 
will only add to their burden of 
work, Hogarth has some words of 
reassurance. 

“Good time management could 
be the very tool that will help you 
find time to relax. It can help you 
decide which things ar truly im- 
portant and enable you to let go of 
those things that no longer mat- 
ter,” she says.
